Representative citizens of Lex 
ington have been holding a con- 
lnh with L. <fr N. officials trying 
io svt that road to route all tm n 
from an 1 to Cincinnati South via 
L( SingtOft using the L. & E. track 
from Winchester to Lexington. 
This would give Lexington direct 
connection with Richmond, Be- 
rea, Mt. Vernon, Livingston and 
other southern Kentucky towns. 
No doubt the L. * N. told them 
they would consider it, but of 
course it was expected that Lex- 
ington be righitgood to them and 
allow them to first t&kc over the 
L. A E , which is known by all 
parties to be in open violation of 
the law which prohibits parallel 
lines buying out their competi- 
tors. Will this outrage be per- 
mitted by the people all along the 
line ofthe L.&E? 

The Timet frequently sets np 
an article in type and has it ready 

to print when later in the week 
it leirns what it has set is not 
correct. This must then be dis 
carded. It is very often hard to 
set the straight of anything. 
Then of course it is just as hard 
to print, the real facts of an item. 
We always strive to print all the 
news and at the same time to 
tell the truth about it, but may 
occasionally miss it.

The electric light trust after 
bavin- gobbled up the Mt Ster- 
ling, Winchester, I'uris, Lexing- 
ton, and other light plants, Mon- 
day closed a deal for the Rich- 
mond plant. There is some- 
thing doing yet uncovered and 
these cities are each anticipating 
«reat things, the power house, 
and Me. The result, in our judg- 
tnent, will be the erection of a 
power plant at the mouth of Dix 
river, and a substantial increase 
in rates for light and power in 
each city. 



i The already high telephone 
rates in and about Lexington have 
been raised '2n%. Another in- 
stance showing what corporations 
will do. The franchises are al 
ways supposed to protect the 
people's rights, but the corpora- 
tions seem Hi always have u way 
of getting round it some way or 
other. They will work the coun- 
cil if they fail to get a loop hole 
fixed when they buy the fran- 
chise. 

Texas, Oklahoma and Kansas 
are three States that usuallv 
make the corporations "walk the 
chalk" and for this reason it 
seems to us they would be ideal 
states to live in were it not for 
other serious drawbacks each of 
them have. 

The Madisonian says there is 
not a murder case to be tried at 
Richmond at this term of Circuit 
Court. Richmond aud Madison 
county are under local option 
control. At the recent session 
of Circuit Court at Winchester 
th«re were several murder cases 
tried and twelve penitentiary 
sentences and one death penalty 
imposed. But Winchester is one 
of these towns that believes "pro- 
hibition doasn't prohibit", and 
consequently is a wet town. 

Governor McCreary who has 
Deen listening for a call to him to 
enter the United States Senatorial 
race has heard but few rumbling 
sounds so far. This is no sign that 
the people of Kentucky do not 
dearly love their grand old Chief 
Executive for they do. Most of 
them, however, feel that the nomi- 
nation is justly due ex-Governor 
Beckham and they are going to 
nominate him, their loyalty to Gov. 
McCreary, nevertheless. 



Citizens Lsn la Court of 

The Court of Appeals Tuesday 
reversed three cases in favor of 
the rnilauad companies against 
individuals. In one case 1600 
damages were secured for false 
arrest, on an L. A- N. train in 
Knox couuty. .The higher court 
says the railroad is not responsi- 
ble for any damages. In anoth- 
er case a woman in Scott oounty 
received a judgment for $8,000 
against a traction company for 
being struck in her buggy. The 
higher court says the damage was 
excessive. The other case is from 
Letcher county in which M. C, 
Fields, Jr., was awarded $4,000 
for the loss of an eye from a 
blast of the L. * E. Error in ad- 
mitting testimony is cause for a 
new trial, says the higher court.

Scarcity of Live 

Annual report! show u great 
loss of live stock in numbers, I Mil 
a meat knUi in value Form 
stance, there i( re 1,800.000 fewer 
cattle than one. year auo, but « ha I 
we have left is worth ne.irly J5o 
million dollars more in money. 
There are five million less hogs, 
but the remuinderis worth three 
million more in dollars. But 
this doesn't furnish a satisfactory 
account for the high cost of liv- 
ing, as it costs no more to butch- 
er and market a high priced brute 
than a low priced one. Beef and 
pork should be worth not more 
than three cents a pound more 
thau several years ago as that is 
as much as the price has advanc- 
ed in live stock. Instead of (hat 
however, the meat men charge 
you ten cents more just because 
he can lay on the farmer, when 
iu fact it is his own greed that 
causes the steep advance. 



City .Men va Farmer. , 

Commissioner of Agriculture 
J. W Newman in agitating citi- 
zens of Louisville and other cit- 
ies to cultivate their backyards 
and produce a large part of the 
garden truck that they now must 
purchase from the farmers, is au 
act of iujustuce to the farmers of 
his State. The farmers of Ken- 
tucky have as their business the 
production of such things as the 
city man needs. T!ie city man 
is able to buy and pay for what 
the farmer produces, but if he 
produces it himself the farmer 
will havo a lean market for the 
stuff he must sell to gain his 
livelihood. The poor of the city 
who could be profited the most 
by growing their own gardens, 
have no buck lot to cultivate; 
they mostly live in flats, and, are 
any way, not such good custom- 
ers of the market gardeners. 

It is the duty of the agricultu- 
ral departments of the State ana 
Union to devise plairs to help the 
farmer rather than to devise plans 
to demoralize the market for an 
important branch of his business. 
The city man knows what his baek 
yard will produce, and can culti 
vate what part of it he naturallx 
wants to, and that is right, but 
when it comes to offering prem- 
iums for certain fruits and vege- 
tables to be grown in the back 
yards of tne city, when it ic 
km>* n that when this practice is 
extensively engaged in, it will 
paiiilyze the market for such 
si uff now produced by the fann- 
ers, we think it unfair. 



There is a movement on foot, 
according to a report from Wash 
ington, to prohibit the killing of 
veal calves, so as to increase the 
supply of beef cattle. The New 
Era Farmer is opposed to it.

One or two catch- 
es a week often bring as much 
cash as a whole week's steady 
labor. It is also advantageous 
to the farmer to have the var 
mints thinned out. The one that 
looks well after the side lines ss 
well as the main business' is the 
one that makes a success in any 
business. Fur skins sre very 
high and this aioue should induce 
our farm boys ■ to open up this 
important branch line ou the old 
farmstead at this time. 

The Best Thing. 

One of our readers says if we 
w ant to do the best thing for our 
county iu an agricultural way 
we should secretly sow a little 
Johnson grass over the county. 
Johuson grass you kuow, is the 
kind you cannot plow up nor kill 
out, but it makes fine hay and 
splendid grazing. It spreads 
rapidly, a few seed will spread 
to all parts of the farm if left a- 
lone and it makes the laud where 
it grows very rich.
